if we are n o t to-day th e w orst-governed p eo v >,e in 
th e w orld, I th in k it q u ite safe to assert th a t we a^e 
th e m ost-governed people th a t 1 know of. 
B ut I a 0 
not w ish it to he understood, Mr P resident, th a t I 
beheve we are th e w orst-governed people in th e 
w orld, for th a t m ig h t seem alm ost a treasonable 
th o u g h t. 
In som e respects o u r G overnm ent is a d ­ 
m irable, in o th ers infam ous. 
B u t o u r form of gov­ 
ern m en t is perfect. 
U nder th a t form every m an is 
called a sovereign, and in th eo ry he is reckoned as 
an equal com ponent p art of th e G overnm ent. 
If he 
is n o t such in fact, how ever—and I assum e he is not 
—it is n ot th e fau lt of th e system , b u t th e fau lt lies 
som ew here in th e adm in istratio n of th e system ; 
w here, it is n o t m y province fully to discuss a t th is 
tim e. 
U nder o u r form of g o vernm ent, I, as an in ­ 
d ividual sim ply, equally w ith all others, am en titled 
to certain rig h ts of person aud of property. 
These 
rig h ts com e to m e IS a legacy u n d er th e fundam ental 
law, and I am en titled to them in com m on w ith 
you, for we are to tak e share an d share alike. T his 
is th e o rd er of d istrib u tio n . 
B u t if any of those 
rig h ts are w ithheld from m e ; if th e y do n o t come 
to m e freely and w ith o u t reserve ; 
if m y personal 
privileges arc cu rtailed , or m y p ro p erty right* w ith ­ 
held or sacrificed, m y com plaint is u ot Lgainst n u ­ 
de visor, b u t ag ain st th e executor of th a t will from 
w hence I gained m y title to m y claim s. 
The fau lt is 
n o t in th e form of g o v ern m en t—th e source of inv 
right»—b u t in th e badness of th e ad m in istratio n of 
th e system u n d er th a t form . 
Now. in th is g ran t of rig h ts to m e, to th e people, 
I find th e adm irable q u ality of ou r G overnm ent. 
It 
is th e fu 'l possession and en jo y m en t of all these 
rig h ts th a t I have a rig h t to claim ; and if they are 
in any degree denied to or w ithheld from me, ju s t 
in th a t degree is th e G overnm ent infam e us. 
The object of good, p o p u lar go v ern m en t -w h ich 
is g o vernm ent u n d er ou r fo rm —is, I tak e it, tw o­ 
fold. 
F irst, to conserve m y rig h ts of person, to 
p ro tect m y life and lib erty ; and secondly, to so reg­ 
u late th a t condition of r< lationship betw een m e and 
th e rest of th e G overnm ent—betw een m e and y o u — 
th a t I m ay utilize th a t life and liberty in th e p u rsu it 
of hap p in ess; th a t is, in providing im se lf w ith 
those thin g s w hich m in ister to m y physical and in ­ 
tellectual w ants. 
The first object is p a te rn a l; the 
second is essentially a business proposition. 
Now’, 
if th e G overnm ent does these th in g s for m e. I be­ 
come indebted to i t ; for its p atern al care I owe it, 
if necessary, m y personal service o r even m y life. 
Y ou owe it th e sam e. 
O ur debts are ju s t th e sam e 
and o u r paym ents are exactly equal. 
B ut so far as 
my m ere business relations w ith th e G overnm ent 
arc concerned, its claim s upon m e are controlled by 
a different rule en tirely . 
T h at which is protected 
renders th e trib u te, and th e trib u te is in proportion 
—o r should he—to th e am o u n t of protection be­ 
stow ed. 
If th e G overnm ent protects m y pro p erty , 
or, in o th e r w ords, protects m e in th e accum ula­ 
tion of p ro p erty , 1 am . o r rath er m y p ro p erty is, 
indebted to th e G overnm ent for th e service of pro­ 
tection, and th e value of th a t service is proportioned 
to th e am o u n t of th e accum ulation, and as one m an ’s 
d ollar is w orth ju s t th e sam e as another*, th e m eas­ 
u re of trib u te is determ ined by th e am o u n t of th e 
accum ulation. 
T he exaction of th is trib u te is ta x a ­ 
tion. 
I t is, I believe, th e tru e theory of taxation, 
.an d is th e A m erican theory. 
Every o th er theory is, 
in m y opinion, u n ju st and un-A m erican. 
If th is be 
tru e th en of course it follows th a t every m em ber 
of th e G overnm ent should be taxed ju s t In p ropor­ 
tio n to th e am ount of his pro p erty , o r rath er of his 
accum ulations, and n o t upon any o th er basis. 
Tbo 
form o r m ethod by w hich he conducts his business 
should n o t change th e rule, nor should his hopes, 
his advantages of circum stance fairly gained, his 
qualifications for business, his intellectual superio r­ 
ity o r any o th e r incidents, become causes for dis- 
orim inations ag ainst h im , resu ltiu g in th e im posi­ 
tion upon him of ex tra, and th erefore u n ju st b u r­ 
dens uf tax atio n , as is th e case u n d er th e p resen t 
revenue laws of th e State. 
If o u r form of governm ent is perfect, us I have 
asserted it is, th en th e G overnm ent itself should he 
capable of affording me protection of person and 
p ro p erty at th e low est possible expense to me. 
if 
wc 
nre en tirely capable <«f self-governm ent, 
as o u r theory supposes, and th e adm inistration of *he 
G overnm ent is w h at it should he, th en we are ob­ 
tain in g th is protection at the low est possible exf>ense 
to us, and ouch is co n trib u tin g to th a t expense ju st 
in proj>ortion to his accum ulations, and no more. 
B ut if th e cost of th is protection is excessive, if th e 
bu rd en of tax atio n is so g reat as to be alm ost u n ­ 
b earable, o r if tfcut burden be r.ot d istrib u ted upon 
all equally' an d uniform ly, o r in ex act p io p o rtio n to 
w hat each possesses, th e n th e G overnm ent is not 
w h at it should he ; and eith er we are n o t well fitted 
for self-governm ent, o r else by o u r neglect or d is­ 
honesty o r unfairn ess we fail to m ake th e adm inis­ 
tra tio n of th e g o v ern m en t w h at it should he. 
Now, Mr. P resid en t, I th in k it is th e voice «f the 
people of th is S ta te th a t th e burden of taxation 
upon th em is too g r e a J ; th a t th is co3t of protection 
is excessive. 
I th in k th e y are rig h t. B u t why is it ? 
and w liere rests th e resp o n sib ility '.' 
My answ er is 
th a t it rests upon th e people them selves. 
It is they

H enry 
G eorge, th a t em inent w riter on political econom y, 
in his adm irable essay recently p ublished by an e n ­ 
terp risin g new spaper in tid s city, speaking of th e 
relation of labor to capital, says : “ And so when 
m en talk of th e oppressions of greedy capitalists, or 
th e rascality of politicians, w hat is th e real th in g

A nd th is is tru e in fact 
as well as in form . 
Even u n p o p u lar law s are in 
reality th e enactm ents of th e people.

denounced—th e Stanford» and th e Flood», th e Tevises 
and L uxes and M illers, o r tho se m en of still inore 
overgrow n fortunes, th e G oulds and th e V ander­ 
b ilts—to m e th ey seem like fools to strain and w orry 
and m ake slaves cf them selves in g ath erin g and 
keeping m ore th an th ey can use in th is w orld, and 
w hat they cannot tak e to th e next.

If th en th e burden of tax atio n is onerous, by being 
h eav ier th an it should be, th en we have th e resu lt 
of bad governm ent, of had laws, w hen we o u g h t to 
have and could have, if o u r system be perfect, good 
g overnm ent, good laws. 
Now, in m y ju d g m en t, a 
larjje m easure of o u r bod legislation is th e excessive 
legislation already rpoken of. 
It is th e creation and 
m ultiplication of offices, aiid worse th a n useless 
com m issions. 
It is th e p andering to th a t foolish 
S tate pride which in all o u r u n d ertak in g s, in th e 
construction and o u tfittin g of o u r public in s titu ­ 
tions, insists upon e<jualing if n o t outdoing th e ex­ 
travagance of th e o th er fools in o lder and rich er 
com m unities. 
It is th e w ant of th a t sp irit of d e­ 
cent econom y w hich Californians will never learn e x ­ 
cep t m a school of dire adversity.

m en t, th e people are resp o n sib le; th a t th w r failure 
to p ro d ace good governm ent —such as w s o u g h t to 
have— is proof th a t in some way o r o th e r th ey arc 
n o t e tirely fitted fo r all th e ir d u ties as a self-gov­ 
ern in g people, and th a t it is n o t alw ays safe fo r us 
as th e nom inal law m aker»—m en w ho o u g h t to know' 
and w ho are supposed to know som ething of th e 
dem ands of good statesm anship— to su rren d er o u r 
judgm r.iits an«J wills to th e n o liu n aan d caprice even 
of th e sovereign people. 
I also draw an o th er con­ 
clusion, parti} from th e prem ises stated . T h a t if

u n fo rtu n ate only because it was an u n fo rtu n ate 
tim e. 
I t was an u n fo rtu n a te tim e because th e po­ 
litical health of th e S tate was in a condition so p re ­ 
carious th a t th e m oral q u ality of political acts was 
partially forgotten in th e dem oralization of th e day. 
It was a tim e w hen, of all o th er, action is m ost 
likely to be forced, b u t when it should n o t he had. 
I t was a t a tim e of social d isorder and an arch y —of 
disorganization, d o u b t, fear, anger and hatred . 
It 
was a revolution. 
Class was arrayed against class, 
in terest ag ain st in terest, th e poor ag ain st th e rich, 
cap ital ag ain st labor. 
T he o p p o rtu n ity for dem a 
gogisrn had com e, and it 
was em braced. 
Ke&J 
w rongs w ere m agnified an d fancied ones m ade to 
seem real u n til th e passion of frenzy seized a p ortion 
of th e people, and law, ord er and decency w ere vio­ 
lated, w ith th e sanction an d applause of m any good 
h u t deluded m en. 
B u t I do n o t propose to detail 
th e ev en ts o r th e h isto ry of th a t reso lu tio n . 
They 
are too fresh in o u r m inds. 
I t was a t th is tim e, Mr. P resid en t, n ear th e incep­ 
tion of th is excitem en t an d m adness th a t th e S tate 
was called upon to select its delegates to th a t Con­ 
ven tio n , and it w as d u rin g th e h o ttest period of th a t 
d isorder th a t th e C onven:ion did its ex tra leg ­ 
islative w ork. 
Is it to be w ondered at th a t th a t 
w ork 
is so stro n g ly tin ctu re d 
w ith 
th e ideas 
th en 
so 
fiercely 
p u t 
fo rth — th a t 
it concedes 
so m any of th o se dem ands th en m ade by th e wild, 
thoughtless an d ig n o ran t, w hich th e people to day, 
in a cool, reflective m ood, are able to pronounce u n ­ 
ju s t, unstatesin an lik e and dan g ero u s to th e w ell­ 
being of th e S tate f 
B a t it was th e vox p o p u li; and 
th e C o nstitution, as it is, is th e id ea and w ork of th e 
people as th ey w ere, and n o t really of th e m en w ho 
s a t in th a t C onvention. 
I t is for th is, and for th is 
only, th a t I lay blam e upon o u r represen tativ es to 
th a t body. 
A large portion of th em w ere able, 
h onest and rep resen tativ e m en of th e S tate, and 
th ey should have risen above th e excitem en t, th e 
insincerity and th e p reju d ice of th e h o u r, and 
should have exercised for th e S tate th a t wisdom and 
reason w hich for th e tim e being had forsaken a con­ 
siderable jxjrtion of th e people. 
B ut they failed to 
do it, and th ey lo st th e ir o p p o rtu n ity , os th e resu lt 
of th e ir w ork d em o n strates to-day. 
T hey listened 
m ore to th e voice of an over-excited public feeling 
th an to th e voice oi reason ; th ey seem to have 
studied and brooded m ore over th e w rongs th a t 
w ere com plained of th an over ju s t and reasonable 
rem edies for those w rongs, and th e effect is now 
seen m a grow ing pop u lar dem and for changes and 
am endm ents of tb e ir w ork.

A gain fu rth e r on h e says : “ The n :tn of 
whom 1 am m ost afraid are n o t th e m en w ho think 
th e ex istin g sta te of th in g s all rig h t, and sot th e ir 
faces ag ain st any change ; it i> th e m en who »vant 
t*> proceed t<> action as soon as th ey 
u u i«i«a Half 
way in to th e ir heads ; th e m en who ju m p a t con- 
c usions w ith o u t m aking su re of th e in term ed iate 
s te p s ; 
th e m en who, feeling th a t som ething is 
w rong, are fo r ‘ an y th in g for a change.’ These ara 
th e m en w ho lost to C alifornia th e g ran d o p p o rtu n ity 
p resented in th e C o n stitutional C onvention,” an d 
w ho, I assert—usin g th e expressive language of th e 
sam e gen tlem an — *' jum ped from th e fry ing pan in to 
th e fire.” 
I rep ea t th e n , Mr. P resident, th a t it was an unfor 
tú n a te tim e for th a t C onvention to m eet, and ' 
assert th a t by reason of th e popular ex citem en t ex 
istin g am ong certain classes holding th e balance of 
pow er in o u r politics a% th a t tim e; by reason of an 
abnorm al sym pathy, artfu lly ex cited over real aud 
im aginary w rongs; by reason »»f ignorance, ap a th v , 
cow ardice and w ant of independence, and by reason 
of th a t p o te n t and in satiate desire of som e m en 
alw ays to be found on th e w inning side, th e fram ers 
of th e C onstitu tio n w ere m isled in to incorporating 
in th a t in stru m en t theories of tax atio n wholly 
un-A m erican, en tirely vicious, an d d estru ctiv e of th e 
S tate if long enforced and literally carried out. 
T he am endm ents offered by th e bill u n d er con­ 
sideration w ill, I th in k , in p a it, and very largely, 
correct th e evil. 
Now, Mr. P resid en t, I would n ot 
Bfe justified in ta k in g u p tJie tim e of th is Senate in 
a discussion of th e different th eories of tax atio n or 
•f th e th e o ry tau g h t by th a t convention. 
Those 
m a tte rs w’tr e q u ite fully discussed a y ear ago. The 
am endm ents offered do n o t reach th a t th eo ry in all 
its b read th . 
W hile we do n o t believe, for instance, 
iu a theory’ of tax atio n th a t holds unsecured solvent 
d eb ts to be property', w ithin th e tru e m eauing of 
th a t te rm , and th erefore taxable, still we would not 
be justified a t th is tim e in a ttem p tin g to uncover 
its badness. 
W h at we seek by th is hill is to reach 
th e g reatest w rongs w hich resu lt from th e e n a ct­ 
m en t of last w inter, and which th e experience of a 
year has lau g h t th e people —o r should have ta u g h t 
th e m —cannot m uch longer be endured. 
One of 
tho se wro* gs has been th e a tte m p t to tax th e 
m oneys of depositors 
in 
savings 
in stitu tio n s. 
W herever th a t a ttem p t ho» succeeded a w rong has 
been done by im posing double tax atio n ; and w here 
one of th e class has escaped from th e operatio n of 
th e law an additional w rong lias been done him w h* 
has n o t escaped by stiil fu rth e r increasing his b u r­ 
dens. 
B ut we w ere told a y ea r ago by th e frien d s o f 
th e p resen t law th a t no double taxation w as im ­ 
posed u n d er it upon th is ela«s of ^ r s n n s ; an d it 
was fu rth e r asserted by th em th a t th e C onstitu tio n 
did n o t contem plate double taxation. 
If they have 
n ot changed th e ir m inds on th is proposition by thia 
tim e I fear it w ould be a futile task to a tte m p t 
again to reason w ith th em upon th e su b ject. 
T o 
u n d ertak e to d em o n strate th e tru th of o u r proposi­ 
tion is so m uch like try in g to prove an axiom as 
to seem aw kw ard, b u t we will p resen t one case, th e 
statem e n t of w hich, to o u r m ind, covers th e whole 
m a tte r and com pletely dem onstrates th e m onstroua 
in iq u ity of th e present law. 
In th e tow n w here 
you live th ere is a savings bank—an in c o rp o rated 
in stitu tio n , w ith o u t cap ital sto ck —conducted on a 
purely m u tu al basis. 
Its business is to receive th e 
m oneys of its m em bers—its depositors—and to in ­ 
vest o r loan th e sam e on such secu rities as its 
chosen officers m ay determ in e, u n d er th e restriction» 
of law. 
Each d ep o sito r is a m em ber of th e cor­ 
p oration and h as a voice in its m anagem ent an d in 
th e selection of its officers. 
Each depositor receive» 
from th e bank a pass-book o r a book containing th e 
receip t of th e b an k of such sum s of m oney as have 
been deposited 
T he bank has received from its 
d epositors in th e aggregate th e sum of $500,000, 
w hich it lias loaned o u t upon real estate security 
Now, th e law sa>s th e bank is th e ow ner of all ita 
m oneys and secu rities, b u t th a t is only a fiction of 
th e law. 
F o r th e purposes of its business it is th e 
ow ner, b u t for no o th er. 
The real owner» are th e 
depositors, and in effect th e bank is only th e ir ag e n t 
o r tru ste e. 
How is th is p ro p erty taxed u n d er th e 
p resen t law ? E very m ortgage o- security, or rath er 
th e d eb t it secures, is assessed to th e hank a t its full 
face value, and th e bank pays th e tax upon th e 
$500,000. 
The effect of th is paym ent of tax is to 
dim inish th e rate of dividends to th e depositors by 
ju s t as m uch as th e average rate of tax atio n of th e 
bank. 
If th is be tru e th e n th e depositors pay th e 
ta x , an d th ey hav e been once tax ed on th e am o u n t 
of th e ir deposits. 
B u t th is is not all if th e present 
laws be enforced. 
If vou are a dejjositor in th a t 
b an k th e A ssessor com es to you, and am ong o th er 
questions he asks you if you are a depositor in th a t 
bank. 
If y o u say no he aáks you to sw ear tn it, and 
you have co m m itted p e rju ry . 
If you answ er yes, 
and tell tho w hole tru th , he assesses you for th e lull 
am o u n t of t o u t d ep o sit an d you pav th e tax upon 
it. 
If all th e otfter depository have been ns honest 
as yourself th e original =?500,0(.’0 i s assessed to the 
d ep o sito rs, and th ey collectively >ay ano th er ta x 
upon it. 
Now, w henever you are able to ascertain 
th a t y o u have paid y o u r laid tar. upon th a t m oney 
u n d er the p resen t p leasan t system , you g et y o u r 
bank-book and s it dow n to figure w hat y o u r m oney 
has d an e fo r y o u in a year. 
You are likely to bo 
happi r w hen you s it dow n th in w hen you g e t up 
Y ou find th a t y o u r a g e n t- th e ban k —deducted .rom 
vomr ra te of d iv id en d say ^ p er cen t.—th e average 
rate of tax im posed upon Us- a n d disbursed to you 
say 6 p er cen t, cf dividend, w hich is a sm all th o u g h 
fair com pensation for th e use of y o u r m oney. B u t 
th ere is a fu rth e r d eduction to be m ade. 
If you aro 
liv in g u n d er a m un icip al governm ent th e ra te ox 
y o u r S tate, o ounty an d m unicipal tax m ay he 2 o r •;

THE 
CITY 
DEBT 
MEETING. 


T he m eeting to consider the state of the 
city debt, and to require the T rustees to 
rescind th e tax levy m ade last week, re­ 
sulted in the com plete overthrow of those 
w ho had called it. 
N ever was a sc-t of 
false and sophistical representations more 
sw iftly refuted and scattered to th e winds 
th an were the statem ents of Judge Me Kune 
by Judge B eatty and M ayor Turner. 
So 
u tte r was th e collapse of the attacking 
p arty th a t when Judge B eaity ceased 
speaking it was felt to be cu t of the ques­ 
tion to propose the resolutions w hich had 
been prepared, and the adjournm ent of the 
m eeting was the only recourse left the dis­ 
comfited clique. 
A nd 
it m ust be ad­ 
m itted th a t Judge B eatty punctured the 
bladder m ost effectually. 
H e showed (1), 
th a t th e bondholders have th e upper hand 
of th e city, and th a t it cannot esoape the 
paym ent of its obligations ; (2) th a t tha 
bondholders have never consented to any 
scheme for refunding the debt a t fifty cents 
on the dollar ; (3) th a t such a proposition 
is ridiculous in any event, seeing th a t the 
d ebt is now being Eteadily reduced a t a 
c tst to th e taxpayers of no more than 25¿ 
cents on the dollar. 
T he astonishing and 
scarcely 
com prehensible 
statem ents 
of 
M cK une 
were 
refuted in 
a trenchant 
and sweeping way, both by the M ayor and 
Judge B eatty, and wo were enabled to 
print in our report of the m eeting an em ­ 
phatic telegraphic denial by Daniel M eyer, 
th e principal creditor, of the assertion th a t 
he 
had 
agreed 
to 
accept 
fifty cents 
on the dollar. 
In short, 
th e wisdom, 
Bound policy, and 
absolute necessity of 
the course now being pursued by the T rus­ 
tees and the Funding Commissioners, were 
dem onstrated so clearly th a t no Bhadow of 
doubt rem ained upon th e m inds of the au­ 
dience, and it was generally recognized 
th a t this was another of those cases in 
w hich attorneys greedy for fees have been 
try in g to entangle the com m unity in hope­ 
less and interm inable litigation, for their 
private advantage. 
T he m eeting readily 
perceived th at Judge B eatty had exhausted 
th e Bubject, and th a t no reply was possible 
on th e other side ; and it separated, feeling 
hssurcd th a t another danger had been 
escaped by deliberation, and th a t th e com ­ 
m unity can well afford to continue its 
confidence in th e authorities who have 
served it so faithfully and well in this diffi­ 
c u lt m atter. 
The tax levy w ill stand, and 
it ought to stand and m ust stand. T he city 
m ust pay its debt honorably, and its peo­ 
ple have reason to congratulate them selves 
on th e fact th a t owing to th e effectiveness 
of the arrangem ents m ade by Judge B aatty 
and his colleagues, it will be enabled to 
discharge it in the m ost advantageous and 
economical way. 


INDECENT AND OFFICIOUS. 


T he action of the Senate on M onday in 
instru ctin g one of its com m ittees to inves­ 
tig ate the false 
charge 
made 
against 
Speaker P arks, was altogether unjustifia­ 
ble. 
The President of th e Senate ruled 
th e m otion out of order, as not being ger- 
m aiu to th e affairs of the Senate, and there 
can be no doubt w hatever th a t this ruling 
w as sound. 
B ut th e m ajority of the Sen­ 
ate undertook to decide against th e pre­ 
siding officer, and in so doing fully justified 
M r. M cCallion's retaliatory resolution in 
th e Assem bly the same evening. 
Speaker 
P arks ruled M cCallion’s proposition for an 
investigation of the Senate out of order, 
and he was rig h t in a parliam entary sense. 
B ut his ruling heaped coals of fire upon the 
¡Senators who w ith such indecent haste had 
traveled beyond th eir jurisdiction for no 
other apparent purpose th an to hum iliate 
th e Speaker of the Assem bly. 
The Senate 
ought to have been aw are th a t such a 
charge, em anating from such a source, 
w as doubly suspicious. 
They could have 
ascertained by a very brief inquiry the 
falsity of th e representations, and this it 
w as th eir d u ty to have done. 
On the 
w hole th ey have reason to be heartily 
asham ed of th e ir course in the premises, 
and they certainly o v e an apology to the 
Speaker. 


W e propose to show th a t th e men who, 
a t th e eleventh hour, and after rem aining 
idle while th e great contest over the Debris 
question was being fought by th e R e c o rd - 
U nion on behalf of the people of th e Sac­ 
ram ento valley, have come forw ard w ith a 
pretenBe of public spirit, and have as­ 
serted th a t the rig h t course to pursue was 
to let th e Drainage A ct be repealed, and 
to get some legislative action taken against 
hydraulic m ining, 
are in no sense the 
friends of tiiiB com m unity, b ut are in fact, 
consciously or ignorantly, playing it to the 
hands of th e interest they afiect to be op­ 


posed to. 
The only test th a t can be applied in a 
case of this kind consists in an exam ina­ 
tion of the practical u tility of the measures 
proposed, and of the practicability of car­ 
rying them into effect. 
The public m ust 
realize clearly th at m erely to get up a t the 
end of the legislative session and declaim 
against hydraulic m ining, is not to stop it. 
The only good th a t can be done a t the 
present juncture will be done through a 
deliberate survey of th e whole situation, 
and a correct estim ate of th e difficulties in 
th e way of rem edial action. 
The R ecord- 
U niox has from the first distrusted the 
proposals to sacrifice the debris bill on the 
pretense th a t it m ight be possible to procure 
the stoppage of hydraulic m ining, and it has 
distrusted these proposals for the sufficient 
reason th a t it has been thoroughly in ­ 
formed as to the disposition of the Legis­ 
lature to do nothing in th e premises. 
The 
accuracy of our prevision has now been 
proved in the most conclusive way. 
A 
com m ittee of citizens adopted a concur­ 
rent resolution directing the A ttoruey- 
G eneral to commence su it against the 
hydraulic m iners. 
They took this resolu­ 
tion to the Capitol, and lobbied for it them ­ 
selves, and w hat wa3 the result? 
Simply 
th a t both th e Seuate and Assembly refused 
to allow the resolution to be introduced. 
Senator lliil has asserted- th a t th e Senate 
was ready to adopt a bill to stop hydraulic 
m iniog. 
Doe3 th e Senate vote on the 
concurrent resolution on M onday bear out 
his statem ent? 
T he resolution actually 
received eight votes les3 than were cast in 
favor of th e repeal of th e D rainage A ct, 
and th a t fact indicates the tru e nature of 
th e Eituation. 
T he tru th is as we have repeatedly stated, 
nam ely th a t there is no disposition or in­ 
tention on the p art of th e L egislature to 
interfere w ith hydraulic m ining in any 
way. 
The R ecord-U nion is not the friend 
of hydraulic m ining, bu t it is the friend of 
the people of th e Sacram ento valley, and it 
has set its face against all movem ents cal­ 
culated to deprive this com m unity of pro­ 
tection and relief. 
I t has seen th a t no ac­ 
tion against hydraulic m ining would be 
taken by th is Legislature, aud it has eeen 
th a t th e enemies of th e debris bill were 
perfectly w illing to cajole its friends to 
their own ruin by persuading them th a t if 
they ceased to oppose the repeal of th at 
law they m ight possibly be able to procure 
the stoppage of hydraulic mining. 
Our 
first and constant purpose has been to ob 
tain justice and protection for th e farm ers 
and inhabitants generally of this valley. 
W e have seen through the hypocritical and 
dishonest resolutions of th e anti-debris 
faction, and we have resolutely refused to 
be hoodw inked by them . 
W e knew th at 
all they sought was the repeal of the debris 
bill, and th at if they could accomplish th a t 
thev would deliberately abandon this val­ 
ley to destruction, and realizing this we 
have insisted th a t w hatever other propo­ 
sitions w ere made, the first necessity was 
to prevent the repeal of the debris bill. 
A nd w hen we examine the actions of 
those who, at this late day, have so sud­ 
denly assum ed an activity previously u n ­ 
known to them , we perceive th a t the real 
object of their agitation is not to procure 
legislative action against hydraulic mining, 
b ut to force th e people of this valley to 
em bark upon a sea of 
litigation. 
Take 
for exam ple the 
concurrent 
resolution 
sought to be introduced th e other day. 
H ad th at been adopted it would have 
sim ply raised th e question of the right of 
the A ttorney-G eneral to in stitute such 
suits, and th is initial question w ould un­ 
doubtedly have been carried to th e Su­ 
preme C ourt of the U nited States, and 
would have probably rem ained undecided 
for years. 
A proposition w hich involves 
th e barbarous policy of taxing a portion of 
th e com m unity for the mean3 whereby 
the S tate is to attack th eir livelihood, is cer­ 
tainly no t one w hich could be determ ined 
on the spur of the m oment. 
As to the 
general propositions of th e keen scented 
litigation hunters who have raised this 
agitation, it is only necessary to point out 
th a t if the debris bill was repealed, and 
nothing was done by the Legislature to 
stop hydraulic mining, th e people would 
be left w ithout any avenue of relief but 
the Courts. 
The public can judge from 
this how m uch public spirit has entered 
into the action of the pretended foes of 
hydraulic m ining. 
These persons arc hypocritically endeav­ 
oring to hide th e traces of th eir own greed 
and selfish cunning by bringing charges of 
insincerity against those who have borne 
the heat and b ru n t of the b a ttle for the 
farm ers, and who from first to last have 
been anim ated by a determ ination to de­ 
fend and protect the agricultural inter­ 
ests and th e urban interests of the valley. 
I t is therefore necessary to tear the mask 
from these impostors, and to expose them 
for w hat th ey are. 
They are n ot friends 
of the people. 
They are not enemies of 
hydraulic m ining. 
They do no t desire to 
save Sacram ento or th is valley. 
W hat 
they do desire is to plunge the com m unity 
into endless litigation, to the end th a t they 
them selves m ay obtain fat fees, and may, 
as Judge B eatty said the other night, get 
th e opportunity of going to W ashington 
full of bluster, and coming bank w ith their 
tails betw een th eir legs. 
W e do not propose to p ut up w ith any 
false representations or charges from such 
men, nor do we intend to allow them to 
hoodwink th e public. 
Their place Í9 not 
w ith the friends of the people. 
I t is w ith 
those prejudiced and narrow -m inded legis­ 
lative m alignants who are striving to de­ 
prive this valley of all protection and all 
relief. 
The situation th ey desire to pro­ 
duce is inimical to the interests of Sacra­ 
m ento. 
Litigation is th eir sole end and 
aim, and litigation would cost, no man can 
estim ate how m uch, and m ight leave us 
precisely w here we were a t the outset. 
Those who have thus far only shown th eir 
ability to take large fees, cannot be re­ 
garded as trustw orthy advisers in a case of 
this kind. 
B ut no m atter w hether those 
who are seeking to drive the com m unity 
into litigation as a last resort are capable 
or incapable, the course they urge is equally 
objectionable and vicious. 
On the other hand there is a clear path 
open under the conditions already estab­ 
lished. 
The best engineers in th e country 
have reported, after careful investigation, 
th a t the plans which have been adopted 
will, if faithfully and fully carried out, 
fulfill their purpose, correct the river chan­ 
nels, and enable them to carry their flood- 


w aters safely. 
Science, therefore, 
has 
shown us how we may be saved, w hile the 
alternative course is th e proverbially u n ­ 
certain, tedious and costly resort to the 
law . 
I t appears to us th a t there can be 
no room for hesitation as to which of these 
policies we should adopt. 
The one prom ­ 
ises us relief. 
The other can promise us 
nothing b u t enormous expenditures. 
W e 
have seen th a t nothing can be expected 
from this Legislature, and w hat is more 
we do not believe th a t anything was either 
expected or desired from th e Legislature 
by those who engineered th e recent tardy 
and abortive appeal to th a t body. 
W e are free to express the opinion th a t 
the Legislature has sham efully failed in its 
d uty in th is regard, and th a t it has m ani­ 
fested an indifference to the preservation 
of the Sacram ento valley w hich is n o th ­ 
ing less th an outrageous. 
B u t we are 
called upon to deal w ith facts as they exist, 
and not as they m ight, could or should be, 
and therefore we m ust recognize th e fu­ 
tility of seeking any action against hy­ 
draulic m ining from th a t quarter, and 
m ust beud all our energies to m aintaining 
the one rem edial agency left to us, which 
is the Drainage Act. 
To prevent th e re­ 
peal of th a t bill should henceforth be the 
suprem e endeavor of all who believe in the 
imm inence of th e danger w ith w hich this 
valley is threatened, and every proposi­ 
tion to abandon th a t line of defense and 
take up Bome chim erical and im practicil 
course should be shunned as a w eak in ­ 
vention of the enem y. 
If tho Sacram ento 
valley should be abandoned to litigation as 
the sole means of arresting the im pending 
evils of hydraulic mining, the decree of 
ruin will be virtually pronounced against 
th e whole region, for long before th e ques­ 
tion was settled in the C ourts th e jeopar­ 
dized interests would be sw ept out of ex­ 
istence by the advancing flood of debris. 


THE 
JAPANESE 
INDEMNITY 
BILL. 


GENERAL 
NEWS. 


I t ha3 been proposed to retu rn the 
Japanese Indem nity Fund to th e Japanese 
G overnm ent. 
T h at is the only honorable 
mode of disposing of it. 
I t was paid by 
Jap an as an indem nity for losses which 
were never sustained by Am erican citizens. 
I t was intended to be applied to th a t one 
purpose, and to apply it to any other would 
be neither m ore nor less than an act of 
spoliation. 
W e should then be in the ig­ 
nom inious position of having obtained this 
m oney under false pretenses. 
N o Gov­ 
ernm ent w hich pretends to civilization can 
afford to com m it acts of th a t character ; 
b u t though there is no apology for retain ­ 
ing th is fund, Congress cannot bo induced 
to let it go. 
Effort after effort has been 
made for several years past to procure its 
restoration to Japan, bu t every tim e some 
sophist has been prepared w ith a brand 
new scheme for converting it to sonic moral 
and beneficent purpose, aud in discussing 
these propositions th e central fact, th a t the 
m oney caunot be regarded as belonging to 
the U nited States, has been lost sight of. 
The tru th is th a t th e lobby a t W ashington 
ha3 had its m outh set w atering by the 
Japanese Indem nity Fund, and has there­ 
fore opposed every attem p t to restore it to 
i13 rightful owncts. 
Congress, however, 
ought to rise superior to this rapacity and 
dishonesty, and turn the fund over to 
Japan. 
I t this is not done soon it will fall 
into th e hands of th e thieves, and then the 
national disgrace w ill be all th e deeper. 


THE DEBRIS 
QUESTION. 


Condition on th e Bear, Yuba and Feather 
_ 
R ivers—N ecessity for State Aid. 
E ds. R e c o rd -U n io n : 
In view of the 
doubts 
some circumstances of late have 
raised in regard to the position of the 
people of Y uba and Sutter counties upon 
the Young bill, it needs to be emphatically 
stated th at the people of these counties are 
almost uuauimous in their demand for its 
continuance. 
The late storm, which shows 1 
the utter incapacity of the river channels to 
carry, aud the inefficiency of the levees to 
c inline, the floods of winter, and the progress 
of the debris in overwhelming the valley 
lands, have but confirmed them of tbeir need 
and the demand for State aid. 
They inBist 
that aid is due them from the State, whose 
function it was and in whose power it has 
been to prevent the ruin entailed by the flow 
of debris into the valleys. 
This aid is abso­ 
lutely necessary, because the late flood has 
destroyed the levees, laid the whole country 
at the mercy of the rivers and the debris, aud 
rendered the inhabitants financially 
UNABLE TO PROTECT THEMSELVES. 
One or two short lines of levees have held off 
the late fl iods, givmg assurance that they are 
of ample strength for the succeeding season. 
On the Bear, the levees upon the south side, 
where not washed away, are utterly inade­ 
quate, and for fifteen miles from the hills the 
water run3 freely over the wheat lauds, fill­ 
ing in upon them clay and sa^id. 
On the 
north side, for the short distance of six miles 
from the hills, the alluvial lands are saved 
and the levees intact, but below to the 
Feather the river spreads over the country 
at will. 
A t the Feather the Bear river water 
flows through the dilapidated levees upon 
Berry’s ranch down through Nicolaus, par­ 
allel to the Feather, while the levees upon the 
north 6ide of that Btream are cut in many 
places, and the whole line is pitifully below 
high-water mark. 
The.-e lands, unless pro­ 
tection is afforded by the State, are all des­ 
tined in the next two seasons to be buried in 
sand, for their owners, crippled by floods for 
three successive seasons, aie utterly unable 
to sustain the enormous outlay necessary for 
a new system of levees. 
On the Eouth side 
of the Feather, from below Y uba City, the 
levees are broken ia many places, aud the 
floods have 
CONVINCED THE OWNERS 
Oi the futility of any farther unaided efforts 
upon their part. 
On the south side of the 
Yuba the levees are destroyed, and from the 
hills to the Feather the w ater runs out over 
the land, fl rwing in upon tho rear of the rich 
farms and orchards upon the north .-ide of the 
Feather. 
The Y uba is already upon the red 
land, and one winter's sand piled in upon the 
south will cause it to strike across the red 
wheat lands lying between the Yuba and 
Bear, through Reed's Station to the latter 
stream. 
On the north side Marysville’s 
levees, once high, this season rose barely an 
inch or two above the flood. 
On the north 
side of the city the water ran over the 
Brown’s valley grade, but it was built up for 
nearly a mile from one to two feet higher 
with sacks of sand, and thus the water kept 
out, but it is plain th at safety for the coming 
year is only to be secured through a com 
pletely new line of levees. 
A great part of 
the channel of the Yuba is filled up with 
sand two and three feet above the level of the 
streets of Marysville. 
Thus the urgency of 
the need for State aid is plain. 
W ithout it 
the lands upon the south side of the Yuba 
and Bear, and upon the north side of the 
Feather, and a great part upon the south 
side, and also north side of the Bear, will not 
be leveed, and the whole 
. 


WILL BE RAPIDLY COVERED WITH SAND, 
Their fertility destroyed for individuals or 
the State for all time, and their owners 
ruined. 
The town of Nicolaus will be de­ 
stroyed beyond all question, and Y uba City 
and M arysville 
cannot hold out again,t 
another fltod season like the preseat. 
U n ler 
this view of their utter helplessness is seen the 
cause of the reliance of the people of Ynba 
and Sutter counties upon the Young bill, 
which promises them protection, and at the 
same time is the only measure the Legisla­ 
ture can offer for the preservation of the Sac­ 
ramento river for purposes of navigation and 
drainage. 
I t is the only chance of protection 
to the citizens upon the Sicram ento river, 
now about as helpless as their comrades upon 
the Feather. Y nba and Bear, above. 
W ith 
their kn rwledge of the necessity of the bill to 
the inhabitants of the whole valley, they 
have approved unreservedly the course of 
their representatives in the Legislature, and 
were greatly astonished and alarmed at the 
demand made at a meeting held last Thurs­ 
day night by a portion of the people of Sac­ 
ramento, however small, for the repeal of the 
Drainage Aet.

great hardship on the poor, and could only be 
done in case of urgent necessity. I t would 
not suffice to prohibit the American supply, 
for trichinosis existed in other countries, and 
as long as any other country admitted Ameri­ 
can pork, England would be sure to receive a 
supply second hand. 
There was no authentic 
report of an outbreak of trichiuasis in Eng- 
laud, and there was no occasion for apprehen­ 
sion.

Judges, K. V. W iem eyer and A . J . Ver- 
milya. 
Rolls at Stevens’ saloon, J street, 
between Second and ’Ihird. 
Seconl W ard—Inspector, J . H . Sullivan; 
Judges, W . K. Jo„es and John George. 
Polls At Lesli 
, Fourth and K. streets. 
Third W ard—Inspector, K 
I. R obinson; 
Jo.lees, Jam es M eC ieeryand O. 1*. Hodge. 
Polls at W in. Tell House, N in th and J 
streets. 
Fourth W ard— Inspector, J. S. 
M iiler; 
Judges, Daniel F lint, and George ( >. Bates. 
Pulls, noitheast corner E ighth and M streets. 
It was ordered that the primary bo held 
under .he provisions of the code for primary 
elections. 
The committee ordered that the te3t for 
votes at the primary be that all voters may 
vote at the primary who will vote for the 
nominees oí the Convention. 
A motion to add : “And w ho voted for the 
Republican Electors at the last Presidential 
election, or would have so voted if then en­ 
titled to vote." was defeated by 5 to 2. 
Thecom m ittee ordered that the Convention 
be composed of delegates as follows : From 
the First W ard, 15; from the Second Ward, 
15 ; from the Third W ard. 22 ; and from the 
Fourth W ard, 20. 
Total, 72. 
The committee then instructed the Secre­ 
tary to make the necessary publication, and 
then adjourned.

LEGISLATIVE 
GOSSIP. 


T he legislative gossip about th e C apitol 
was lulled som ew hat yesterday by reason of 
th e recess taken by the A ssem bly. T he lobby 
was n ot so active a9 previously, and th e only 
center of interest was about the Senate, where 
the revenue bill was under discussion. 
B u t 
even th a t gave little food for excitem ent, and 
the gossip ran rath er on m atters of the past 
and speculations as to the future. T here was 
very general talk over the case of S peaker 
P ark s, and on all sides expressions of gratifi­ 
cation th a t th e S peaker h ad so heavily and 
effectually sat down upon and th ro ttled the 
attem p t to create a scandal concerning him 
on the p art of a conscienceless new spaper, 
w hen it w ould have been th e n atu ral thing 
for th a t journal to have ascertained th e reaí 
facts concerning th e charge th a t the Speaker 
was receiving double pay. 
On this point 
there is practically b u t one voice to expres­ 
sion about the C apitol. 
T here is a t least one w it in th e Senate, and 
his nam e is N eum ann. 
A s an exam ple of the 
b rillian t replies of the Senator, it may be re ­ 
lated th a t a 3 he sat cogitating the other day 
over an editorial of the E e c o h d -I nion on 
“ T he back of L im a,” a brother Senator 
asked him w hat had become of a certain well- 
know n lobbyist who has been conspicuous 
recently by his absence. 
“ Of course, re­ 
plied the Senator, “ your have read about the 
sack of L im a f ” 
“ Oh, yes,” responded his 
interrogator. 
*‘ W ell, ” said the S enator, bal- 
ancicg his leg on a chair back, 
lie has gone 
to look for th a t sack.” 
. 
I t is said th e’ K enfield com m ittee of in ­ 
vestigation is ready to report, and gossip 
hints very broadly as to w hat th e report will 
contain. 
I t is said the com m ittee w ill report 
the facts only as instructed to do, and til.:, it 
finds th a t the C ontroller for his wife drew 
her salary in A pril and thereafter to O cto­ 
ber 
and th a t irorn A p ril to O ctober, six 
m onths, 
she did no 
w ork of 
any kind 
ab o u t office business. 
T he exposure of the 
m atter was first m ade in O ctober, it will be 
rem em bered. 
T h at th e salary is §133 per 
m onth. 
I t is understood the com m ittee will 
say there is w ork enough in th e office for 
three clerks, b u t th a t M r. K enfield has forced 
tw o to earn the salary which he drew in the 
nam e of Iris wife. 
I t is w ell know n now th a t 
be drew it him self and th a t his wife was 
never iu th e T reasurer’s office to draw the 
salary. 
I t is understood th a t the D em ocrats 
on the com m ittee finding the facts strictly in 
accordance w ith the 
published statem ent, 
and fearing th a t th eir report to th a t effect 
would be criticised as actuated by political 
opposition, and because of th eir being of 
different political 
faith, proposed to M r. 
K enfield th a t if he w ould ex h ib it any work 
of his wife’s done about th e office between 
A p ril and O ctober, even a square inch of 
of it, they w ould give him a clean bill of 
health. 
T he C ontroller, however, 
u tterly 
failed to do so. 
T he repurt, it is understood, 
w ill find th a t th ere is no evidence ol any 
w ork done by th e w ife u n til after the ex­ 
posure. 
I t is also understood to be the un­ 
qualified opinion of the m em bers of the com ­ 
m ittee th a t the charge w as tru e iu every p ar­ 
ticular. 
T he C ontroller’s only defense is said 
to be th a t he is C ontroller, and th e sole and 
only p arty to judge of the w ork of his clerks. 
I t leaks out in this connection th a t the work 
in the C ontroller’s office is very m uch behind 
hand, and the clerks are m uch behind in tbeir 
work, and a large am ount of back work 
i ee Is to be brought up. 
T ne visit 
of 
the 
citizens’ 
com m ittee, 
or 
rath er of 
the 
com m ittee of

m ento citizens 
to 
th e 
C apitol the other 
day, to 
urge the 
passage

the People, is still talked of. I t is considered 
to be a square confession of the u tte r failure 
of the proposition to force this city to bring 
the suit, and} an acknow ledgm ent th a t the 
correction of the m ining debris evil is a S tate 
duty. 
T he proposition suggesting th a t the 
A ttorney-G eneral should or m ight em ploy 
counsel to assist him in such cases, is looked 
upon by the great m ass as anything b u t com ­ 
plim entary to the A ttorney-G eneral, and the 
rem ark has been open and frequent th a t it 
sim ply m eant th a t th e A ttorney-G eneral 
should em ploy Horn George C adw alader. 
I t 
is said by those who know G eneral H a rt best 
th a t he is not th e m an to receive such a prop­ 
osition kindly, and th a t if action is tak en he 
is, every one says, com petent to bring and 
handle the case, and th a t there is sm all need 
to expend S tate m oney for special co u n sel; 
th a t the S tate has, in short, had quite 
enough of special counsel expense already. 
C oncerning thi3 m atter A ttorney-G eneral 
K a rt yesterday stated th at, in his opinion, 
hydrawtic m ining, if to be enjoined, can be 
under th e present law, b u t it was wise to 
am end the possible defects in the law ; th a t 
if any citizen iai 1 before him a com plaint, 
showing 
anyone 
is com m itting a public 
nuisance by fouling and filling up th e rivers 
of the S tate, he should feel bound to con­ 
sent to the use of the nam e of tho S tate r . 
the abatem ent of the nuisance. 
In th a t 
ca.-e, he would do his duty as A ttorney-G en­ 
eral, and did not need to be told it by legislative 
resolution. 
H e had given his opinion already 
as a citizen, th a t hydraulic m ining results are 
evil to the rivers and valley, and the flow of 
the m atter into the rivers ought to be m ade a 
felony, and the law so made ought to he en­ 
forced. H e hnil plainly told people and legis­ 
lators urging the resolutions referred to th a t 
if they passed he m ust he understood as not 
pledged to em ploy any one to aid him —even 
if he deem ed it necessary to em ploy any 
one—who had originated such a resolution 
and sought to urge it upon th e L egislature. 
To em ploy such would, in his view, be m ani 
fe-tiy im proper. 
T he G eneral is evidently a 
strong believer in th e doctrine th a t by action 
of C ourt the m isers can be successfully re­ 
strained from flowing hydraulic washings of 
the m ines into the rivers. 
I t appears cle irly 
to 
any 
one 
who 
converses 
w ith 
him 
th a t he does not consider the resolutions 
as necessary, and th a t he can act on proper 
show ing made ju st as well w ithout as w ith 
them . 
T he G eneral says in so m any words 
th a t he inform ed gentlem en urging th e re­ 
peal of the D rainage A ct, and the passage of 
the resolutions concerning special counsel, 
th a t there is, in his opinion, no difference in 
using S tate m oney to prevent a nuisance and 
using S tate m oney to abate a nuisance. 
T here is m uch satisfaction expressed over 
the success thus far of the apportionm ent 
bill in the Senate. 
I t is understood th a t Sen­ 
ato r Johnson and the C om m ittee on A ppor­ 
tionm ent were not in harm ony w ithsom eof the 
p arty leaders about th a t m easure. 
T he Con­ 
stitu tion requires the num bering of districts 
to proceed from the north line of th e S tate, 
and the districts shall be com posed of con­ 
tiguous territory. A s the Senators to be chosen 
from th e even-num bered districts will hold four 
and those from odd-num bered districts but 
tw o years, the political m anagers w anti d to 
so num ber the districts as toam ake it likely 
th a t all the even-num bered ones w ould em ­ 
brace territory believed to be R epublican in 
vote, and thus give the R epublicans m ost of 
the hold overs. 
To this end they began, in 
th eir plan, at the north, b u t ran down the 
coast and skipped about to accom plish the 
end sought, and y et kept w ithin the technical 
pale of the law. 
The com m ittee on the 
o th er hand resolved to begin a t the north anu 
num ber down and across as nearly as possi­ 
ble in strict com pliance w ith the C onstitu­ 
tion, and hence the row which it is un d er­ 
stood a t o r o tim e threatened to rock on its 
foundations Senator Johnson's political resi­ 
dence, as well as th e p arty domiciles of the 
o th er R epublican m em bers of the com m ittee. 
T he S tate L ib rary fight being ended, it is 
generally conceded th a t M r. W allis won, and 
th a t in the new B oard he w ill receive four 
o ut of five of the votes. 
So far as getting an 
expression out of th e T rustees, however, on 
th is subject, there is little success, they de­ 
claring they are n o t pledged for S tate L i­ 
b rarian, th a t they don’t take office for a year 
yet, and th a t there is plenty of tim e in which 
to form a judgm ent. 
There is a general remark made which does 
Sacramento credit and awakens local pride, 
and it is in accord with the evident truth that 
the Assem bly has never had a more faithful 
and tfficient Sergeant-at-Arms than it_ has 
found in Sergeant W alters, whose adminis­ 
tration is the subject of com plim entary re­ 
mark even from his bitterest political oppo­ 
nents. 
So, too, as to Clerk M cStay. 
It is 
certain the House ha3 not in many years had 
a better Clerk, and this fact, while the occa­ 
sion ot such expression by the many, is veri­ 
fied by reporters and old representatives, who 
have hrd good opportunity to make compari­ 
sons. 
W hile speaking of legislative officers, 
it comes in order to notice the fact that the 
new Secretary of the Senate wears well. The 
Senate goes along just as easily in its busi­ 
ness as can be desired by any, and Mr. O rris 
found to be a clear reader, a prompt Clerk, an 
intelligent and efficient officer in a very try­ 
ing position calling for rare good qualities.

R ecord-U nion : W ill you perm it me 
to correct two or three errors in the report of 
m y speech at the citizens’ m eeting the even­ 
ing of the 21st inst.? 
I did not say “ I had 
done a m illion dollars’ worth of work for this 
city and never charged the city one dim e.” I 
said I had defended claim s set up against this 
city to the amount of about one m illion of 
dollars and never charged the city one cent 
for it. W hen the new levee was built in 1802 
the city had to condemn the land from 
Brighton to a point m any miles below the 
city on which to build the levees. 
The own­ 
ers of those lands put in extravagant claims 
against the city for those lands (according to 
my present recollection aggregating about 
one million of dollars), and I defended the 
city or its Levee Commissioners against all 
those claim s. 
I was engaged several months 
exclusively iu that business, and never charged 
the city one dime for m y services. 
In another place I am made to say, “ I had 
corresponded with every bfmdhclder of the 
city .” 
This is an error. 
W hat I said was, 
that “ I had corresponded w ith numerous 
bondholders, some in England, France, Ger­ 
many, and in almost every city in the U nited 
States where any of our bonds are known to 
be held.” 
I did not say I got a fee of §750 
in the Green and Trainor case. 
W hat I 
stated was, 
“ that Hoagland, 
Green and 
Trainor, arid a number of other persons whose 
names I had forgotten, had brought suit 
against the C ity Levee Commissioners for 
damages done in washing away their property 
on the other side of the river, in consequence 
of turning the channel of the American river. 
1 was em ployed, among other lawyers, to as­ 
sist in the defense of those suits (not one, but 
all of them). 
M y share of tfte fee paid fi r 
defending, not one, but all of those suits, 
am ounted to just §700.” 
I have been living 
in Sacramento city, most of the time, for the 
last tw enty-nine years, and during all that 
period, from time to time, I have been trans­ 
acting some kind of business for the city, 
and $25, in addition to the 8750, is all the 
compensation i have ever received or asked 
from the city.

M endell, of the U nited States Engineer 
Corps, in response to H orace D avis’ resolu­ 
tion calling for information as to the causes 
tending to diminish the tidal area of Kan 
I raucisco bay and lessen the tidal scour on 
the bar, and thereby decrease the depth of 
the water upon said bar, and diminish the 
value of San Francisco as a commercial har­ 
bor. 
Colonel 
M endell first specifies the 
natural causes, which are practically not sub­ 
ject to control. 
H e describes the 
DRAINAGE SYSTEM 01' THE RIVERS 
Em ptying 
into 
San 
Francisco 
bay, 
and 
shows 
how 
the 
rapid 
fall 
of 
their 
tributaries 
and 
the 
violence 
of 
the rains favor the era>ion and transportation 
of earthy m atter from the m ountains and tha 
steady conversion of the m aishes into dry 
land. 
The present exteDt of the marshes in 
Sau Francisco bay, including Suisun and San 
Pablo bays, is stated at 300 square miles. 
M ention is next made of the sim ilar tenden 
cies of hydraulic mining, and the r ,port then 
proceeds to consider the artificial causes, such 
as the construction of piers and jetties, and 
the utilization of rítate and city grants cf 
submerged lands. 
Referring to tiie piers and training walls at 
Oakland, Co1.¡M endell says : “ The tendency 
ot these structures is to held the material de­ 
posited along the shore, and therefore to con­ 
centrate in a sm all area the effect which oth­ 
erwise would have been distributed over 
larger areas. This effect can never take great 
dim ensions.’’ 
H e reports in regard to 
THE APPREHENDED SHOALING 01 THE PAR 
Outside the entrance to h'an Francisco bay, 
that a comparison of the survey made iu 1855 
with tho one last made in 1873 shows that the 
bar has not retreated, and that the depth of 
water on its crest has not been diminished. 
H e therefore says it is safe to state that the 
bar was as good in 1873 as in 1855. 
N o sur­ 
vey lias been made since 1873. 
A fter dis­ 
cussing the various features of the problem 
suggested, Colonel M endell concludes his re­ 
port as follows : 
“ The foregoing description 
of the bar demonstrates that it is able to lose 
a great part of its advantages and yet remain 
an admirable channel for commercial pur­ 
pose?. 
A t present this channel is eleven 
m iles wide. 
If we suppose the bar to move 
shoreward until it is shortened to half its 
present length, it is apparent that a largely 
diminished tidal prison m ight be able to 
m aintain over the shorter line the depth it 
now m aintains over a longer. 
The depth of 
the crest m ight be reduced to much narrower 
lim its than the one last named, and yet remain 
an excellent channel and be maintained by a 
tidal area only a small fraction of that which 
now contributes to this result. 
If we sup­ 
pose the crest of the bar to m aintain its 
present position instead of retreating, the ef­ 
fect would be a diminished channel, result­ 
ing from the filling of the interior of the bays, 
to encourage the growth of existirg shoals 
and to form new fhoais. 
These shoals would 
shorten the crest and lessen the area of the 
channels to be m aintained. The result would 
be practically equivalent to that to be pro­ 
duced by the retreat cf the bar eliorewards, 
and between these shoals one or more chan­ 
nels would remain.

It appears to be inevit­ 
able that the interior bays m ust continue to 
lose in area.

The com­ 
mercial necessities are in the same direction 
of nature, and m ay seem to be under a com­ 
mon necessity to less tidal area ; yet the ulti­ 
mate disaster appears to be remote in the 
future. 
W e are not, however, on that ac­ 
count delivered from an obligation to coun­ 
teract these tendencies, nor are we powerless 
to do so in some degree. 
Colonel 
M endell 
proceeds 
to 
indicate 
w hat steps should be taken w ithout further 
delay, as a means of accurately determining 
upon the best remedies im m ediately after­ 
wards. 
H e recommends that a new survey 
of the bar be made forthwith, and 
that 
periodical surveys, both of the bar and of the 
shoals about the bay, be provided for. 
A n­ 
other subject for investigation is the relative 
scouring value of equal quantifies of water 
stored in different parts of the great bay. 
This, he says, would indicate in some meas­ 
ure the consequences to follow from the loss 
of the lower part of the tidal prison of Suisun 
bay, a result that may be roar 
hand. 
H e 
adds: “ There seems to be some ground for 
the opinion that the bar would not be greatly 
affected by this result. 
THE INFLUENCE Of HYDRAULIC MINING, 
A s compared with w hat 
may be called 
natural influences, would, of course, be au 
available topic for study in this connection, 
as mining is subject to control. 
The ques­ 
tion as to what extent the owners of sub­ 
merged lands should be allowed to till is 
also im portant. 
These are not questions 
that can be solved in a day or a year. 
D ur­ 
ing the period given to the investigation thus 
outlined, other points of inquiry w ill suggest 
themselves, and in due time information will 
be obtained sufficient'y to demonstrate the 
soundness or unsoundness of the deductions 
now drawn from the incom plete existing 
data.”

The Bank Commissioners have furnished 
the press w ith a statem ent of the six liquidat­ 
ing savings banks of the State, whose total 
resources on the 1st of January were $7,314,­ 
300. 
Four of these bank? are in San Fran­ 
cisco, w ith resources aggregating SO,082.700. 
These four banks owe their depositors $5,926,­ 
800. 
The Commissioners think that $2,000,­ 
000 of this amount will be lost, of which the 
depositors in the French Bank w ill lose 
$1,700,000. 
That was the worst failure of 
the four. 
1'he two liquidating banks in the 
interior are the Capital of Sacramento and 
the San Jo3e of San Jose. 
It strikes us that 
the Commiseionerif should have added two 
others in the interior, namely, the Odd F el­ 
lows’ of Sacramento, whose accounts are be­ 
ing liquidated through its successor—the Peo­ 
ple’s—and the N apa V alley Savings Bank 
aud Loan Society of Napa. 
The work of 
closing up these old accounts is necessarily 
slow, and creditors find patience a hard vir­ 
tue. 
The banks are carrying more idle coin than 
is desirable at this season of the year. 
The

LOCAL IMTELLICENCE. 


REPUBLICAN CITY CiNTRAL COMMITTEE. 
The Republican City Central Committee 
met last evening, Grove L. Johnson presid­ 
ing. Present, in addition—Messrs. Kirn, 
Wiemeyer, Sullivan, Herzog, Rhoads and 
Goodhue. The committee ordered that a 
primary election be held on Thursday, 
March 3J, to choose delegates for a Conven­ 
tion to be held Saturday, March 5th, to 
nominate candidates for city officers. It was 
ordered that the polls for tie primary open 
at 2 P. M. and close at ti p. si., and that the 
Convention assemble at tbe theater on the 
5th, at 7 P. M., or at such other place as the 
Chair shall name if the Metropolitan Theater 
cannot Ire had. 
The committee named these officers of 
election : 
First Ward—Inspector, W. A. Anderson ; 
Judges, K. F. Wiemeyer and A. J. Ver- 
milya. Polls at Stevens' saloon, J street, 
between Second and Third. 
Second Ward—Inspector, J. II. Sullivan; 
Judges, W. R. Jones and John George. 
Polls at Leslie’s, Fourth and K street?. 
Third W ard—Inspector, E. I. Rvbinson; 
Judges, .Ta i.es MoL'leeryaud O. P. Dodge. 
Polls at Win. Tell House, Ninth and J 
streets. 
Fourth W ard—Inspector. J. S. Miller; 
Judges, Daniel Flint, and George O. Rates. 
P ills, noitheast corner Eighth and M streets. 
It was ordered that the primary be held 
under the. provisions of the code for primary 
elections. 
The committee ordered that the test for 
votes at the primary be that all voters may 
vote at the primary who will vote for the 
nominees ot the Convention. 
A motion to add : “And who voted for the 
Republican Electors at the last Presidential 
election, or would have so voted if then en­ 
titled to vote,” waa defeated by 5 to 2. 
_ 
Thecommittee ordered that the Convention 
be composed of delegates as follows : From 
the First Ward. 15 : from the Second Ward, 
15; from the Third Ward, 22 ; and from the 
Fourth Ward, 20. Total, 72. 
The committee then instructed the Secre­ 
tary to make the necessary publication, and 
then adjourned. 
______ 
Nvmerously Arrested.—A fellcw named 
Perry Duncan, who had formerly been living 
with “ Diamond Liz,” a Second-street De­ 
lilah. but whose society she had dispensed 
with on adbonnt of his habits of getting into 
trouble and requiring too much of her funds 
to support him, was a short time ago infest­ 
ing the lower part of the city in questionable 
places, and arrested by officer Jackson as a 
vagrant. He was afterwards released upon 
liis promise to leave the city at once and not 
return. A day or two since he made his ap­ 
pearance again at the Second-street abode, 
when he requested his former Delilah to flee 
the city with him to Colfax. She refused. 
He then locked the door and drew a knife 
upon her, when she jumped through a win­ 
dow to escape. He followed by the same 
egress, and catching her, picked her up bod­ 
ily and carried her into the house. After a 
h-utile she again got free from him and made 
another leap out of the window and ran blow­ 
ing a police whistle. Instead of pit-suing her 
further he th»n av-mged hitnself of her incon­ 
stancy by taking from her wardtobe a fine 
silk velvet dr ss, which she reports to the 
police authorities cost several hundred dol­ 
lars, and which he cut into small strips and 
pieces with ki« knife.

leoislative gossip. 
The legislative gossip about the Capitol 
was lulled somewhat yesterday by reason of 
the recess taken fcy tbe Assembly. 1 he lobby 
was not so active as previously, and the only 
center of interest was about the Senate, where 
the revenue bill was under discussion. Dut 
even that gave little food for excitement, and 
the gossip ran rather on matters of the past 
and speculations as to the future. There was 
verv general talk over the case of Speaker 
Parke, and on all sides expressions of gratifi­ 
cation that the Speaker had so heavily and 
effectually sat down upon and throttled the 
attempt to create a scandal concerning him 
on the part of a conscienceless newspaper, 
when it would have been the natural thing 
for that journal to have ascertained the real 
facts concerning the charge that the Speaker 
was receiving double pay. On this point 
there is practically but one voice to expres­ 
sion about the Capitol. 
There is at least one wit in the Senate, and 
hia name is Neumann. As an example of the 
brilliant replies of the Senator, it may be re­ 
lated that as he sat cogitating the other day 
over an editorial of the R ecokd-L nion on 
“ The Sack of Lima,” a brother Senator 
asked him what had become of a certain well- 
known lobbyist who has been conspicuous 
recently by his absence. “ Of course, re­ 
plied the Senator, “ yourhave read about the 
sack of Lima . ” “ Oh, yes.’ responded hu 
interrogator. “ Well,"said the Senator, bal­ 
ancing his leg on a chair back, he has gone 
to look for that sack.” 
It is said the Kenfield committee of in­ 
vestigation is ready to report, aud gossip 
hints very broadly as to what the rep .n wil 
contain. It is said the committee will report 
the fact* only ad instructed to do, ana than it 
finds tha? the Controller for hL wife drew 
her salarv in April and tnereaftcr to Octo­ 
ber and that irorn April to October, six 
month» she did no work of any kind 
about office business. The exposure ofMhe 
matter was first made in October, it will be 
remembered. That the salary is $133 per 
month It is understoad the committee will 
say there is work enough in the office for 
three clerks, but that Mr. Kenfield has forced 
two to earn the salary which he drew m the 
name of his wife. 11 is well known now that 
he drew it himself and that his wife was 
never in the Treasurer’s office to draw the 
sal i ry It- is understood that the Democrats 
or the committee finding the facts strictly iu 
accordance with the published statement, 
and fearing that their report to that effect 
w iild be criticised as actuated by political 
opposition, and lrecause oi their being of 
different political faith, proposed to Mr. 
Kenfield that if he would exhibit any work 
of his wife’s done about the office between 
April and October, eveu a square inch of 
of it, they would give him a clean bill of 
health. The C ntroller, however, utterly 
failed to do so. The report, it is understood, 
will find that there is no evidence ot any 
work done by the wife until after the ex­ 
posure. It is also understood to be the un­ 
qualified opinion of the members of the com­ 
mittee that the charge was true iu every par­ 
ticular. The Controllei’s only defense is said 
to be that he is Controller, and the sole and 
only party to judge of the work of his clerks. 
It leaks out in this connection that the work 
in the Controller’s office is very much behind 
hand, and the clerks are much behind in their 
work, and a large amount of back work 
i te Is to be brought up. 
Tne visit of the citizens’ committee, 
or rather of the committee of Sacra­ 
mento citizens to the Capitol the other 
day, to urge the passage of a resolu­ 
tion to direct the Attorney-General to 
enjoin the hydraulic miners in the name of 
the People, is still talked of. It is considered 
to be a square confession of the utter failure 
of the proposition to force this city to bring 
the suit, audj an acknowledgment that the 
correction of the mining debris evil is a State 
duty. The proposition suggesting that the 
Attorney-General should or might employ 
counsel to assist him in such cases, is looked 
upon by the great mass as anything but com­ 
plimentary to the Attorney-General, and the 
remark has been open and frequent that it 
simply meant that the Attorney-General 
should employ Hon. George Cadwalader. It 
is said by those who know General Hart best 
that he is not the man to receive such a prop­ 
osition kindly, and that if action is taken he 
is, every one says, competent to bring and 
handle the case, and that there is small need 
to expend State money for special counsel; 
that the State has, in short, had quite 
enough of special counsel expense already. 
Concerning this matter Attorney-General 
Hart yesterday stated that, in his opinion, 
hydraulic mining, if to be enjoined, can be 
under the present law, but it was wise to 
amend tbe possible defects in the law ; that 
if any citizen iai i before him a complaint, 
showing anyone is committing a public 
nuisance by fooling and filling up the rivers 
of the State, he should feel bound to con­ 
sent to the use of the name of tbe State for 
the abatement of the nuisance. In that 
case, he would do his duty as Attorney-Gen­ 
eral,and did not needtobetold it by-legislative 
resolution. He bad given his opinion already 
as a citizen, that hydraulic mining results are 
evil to the rivers and valley, and the flow of 
the matter into the rivers ought to be made a 
felony, and the law so made ought to be en­ 
forced. IK- hnd plainly told people and legis­ 
lators urging the resolutions referred to that 
if they passed he must be understood as not 
pledged to employ any one to aid him—even 
if he deemed it necessary to employ any 
one—who had originated such a resolution 
and sought to urge it upon the Legislature. 
To employ such would, in his view, be maui 
fe-tiy improper. The General is evidently a 
strong believer in the doctrine that by action 
of Court the misers can be successfully re- I 
strained from flowing hydraulic washings of j 
the mines into the rivers. It appears cle irly 
to any one who converses with him 
that he does not consider the resolutions 
as necessary, and that he can act on proper 
showing made just as well without as with 
them. The General says in so many words 
that he informed gentlemen urging the re­ 
peal of the Drainage Act, and the passage of 
the resolutions concerning special counsel, 
that there is, in his opinion, no difference in 
using State money to prevent a nuisance and 
using State money to abate a nuisance. 
There is much satisfaction expressed over 
the success thus far of the apportionment 
bill in the Senate. It is understood that Sen­ 
ator Johnson and the Committee on Appor­ 
tionment were not in harmony with some of the 
party leaders about that measure. The Con­ 
stitution requires the numbering of districts 
to proceed from the north line of the State, 
and the districts shall be composed of con­ 
tiguous territory. Asthe Senators to bechosen 
from the even-numbered districts will hold four 
and those from odd-numbered districts but 
two years, the political managers wanted to 
so number the districts as toemake it likely 
that all the even-numbered ones would em­ 
brace territory believed to be Republican in 
vote, and thus give the Republicans most of 
the hold overs. To this end they began, in 
their plan, at the north, but ran down the 
coast and skipped about to accomplish the 
end sought, an 1 yet kept within the technical 
pale of the law. The committee on the 
other hand resolved to begin at the north anu 
number down and across as nearly as possi­ 
ble ia strict compliance with the Constitu­ 
tion, and hence the row which it is under­ 
stood at oao time threatened to rock on its 
foundations Senator Johnson's political resi­ 
dence, as well as the party domiciles of the 
other Republican members of the committee. 
The State Library fight being ended, it is 
geuerally conceded that Mr. Wallis won, and 
that in the new Board he will receive four 
out of five of the votes. So far as getting an 
expression out of the Trustees, however, on 
this subject, there is little success, they de­ 
claring they are not pledged for State Li­ 
brarian, that they don’t take office for a year 
yet, and that there is plenty of time in which 
to form a judgment. 
There is a general remark made which does 
Sacramento credit and awakens local pride, 
and it is in accord with the evident troth that 
the Assembly has never hid a more faithful 
and efficient Sergeant-at-Arms than it has 
found in Sergeant Walters, whose adminis­ 
tration is the subject of complimentary re­ 
mark even from his bitterest political oppo­ 
nents. So, too, as to Clerk McStsy. It is 
certain the House ha3 not in many years had 
a better Clerk, and this fact, while the occa­ 
sion ot soch expression by the many, is veri­ 
fied by reporters and old representatives, who 
have had eood opportunity to make compari­ 
sons. While speaking of legislative officers, 
it comes in order to notice the fact that tbe 
new Secretary of the Senate wears welL The 
Senate goes along just as easily in its busi­ 
ness as can be desired by any, and Mr. Orris 
found to be a clear reader, a prompt Clerk, an 
intelligent and efficient officer in a very try­ 
ing position calling for rare good qualities. 
Notaries.—The following Notaries Public 
have been appointed by the Governor : Al­ 
bert C. T. Fleming, for the county of Placer, 
to reside at Lincoln ; John Warner, for Stan­ 
islaus county, to reside at Knight’s Ferry. 
P risoners E n Routs.— Sheriff Sprague of 
Butte county, passed through yesterday with 
Edward Chapman in charge, en route to San 
Quentin, under sentence of twenty-two years 
for the murder of a Chinaman. 


CARD FROM JUDGE BEATTY. 
E ds. R ecord-Union: Will you permit me 
to correct two or three errors in the report of 
my speech at the citizens’ meeting the even­ 
ing of the 21st inst.? I did not say “ I had 
done a million dollars’ worth of work for this 
city and never charged the city one dime.” I 
said I had defended claims setup against this 
city to the amount of about one million of 
dollars and never charged the city one cent 
for it. When the new levee was built in 1802 
the city had to condemn the land from 
Brighton to a point many miles below the 
city on which to build the levees. The own­ 
ers of those lands put in extravagant claims 
against the city for those lands (according to 
my present recollection aggregating about 
one million of dollars), and I defended the 
city or its Levee Commissioners against all 
those claims. I was engaged several months 
exclusively iu that business, and never charged 
the city one dime for my services. 
In another place I am made to say, “ I had 
corresponded with every bondholder of the 
city.” This is an error. W hat I said was, 
that " I had corresponded with numerous 
bondholders, some in England, France, Ger­ 
many, and in almost every city iu the United 
State3 where any of oar bonds are known to 
be held.” I did not say I got a fee of 8750 
in the Green and Trainor case. W hat I 
stated was, “ that Hoagland, Green and 
Trainor, and a number of other persons whose 
names I had forgotten, had bronght suit 
against tire City Levee Commissioners for 
damages done in washing away their property 
on the other side of the river, in consequence 
of turning the channel of the American river. 
I was employed, among other lawyers, to as­ 
sist in the defease of those suits (not one, but 
all of them). My share of tSe fee paid for 
defending, not one, but all of those suits, 
amounted to just $750.” I have been living 
in Sacramento city, most of the time, for the 
last twenty-tine years, and during all that 
period, from time to time, I have been trans­ 
acting some kind of busine-.s for the city, 
and 825, in addition to the 8750, is all the 
compensation I have ever received or asked 
from the city. ______

I said I had located a farm on 
hi hland so high and dry that it was not best 
for farming, and that the waters from the 
effect of the debris in the river had raised the 
water and forced it up on the plains much 
further than was ever known before, and 
to such a distance as to compel certain par­ 
ties to leave their buildings—Mr. Burnett 
and Mr. Martin—the water being a foot and 
one-half higher than ever was known, and if 
the rivers continued to fill up as they had done, 
iu the course cf time they would probably 
reach my dry lands.

SAN FRANCISCO HARBOR. 


The Causes Tending to Diminish 
Its Tidal Area.

Washington, February 22d.—The Secre­ 
tary of War to-day transmitted to the House 
of Representatives an elaborate and highly 
interesting report, prepared by Col. George 
H. Mendell, of the United States Engineer 
Corps, iu response to Horace Davis’ resolu­ 
tion calling for information as to the causes 
tending to diminish the tidal area of San 
Francisco bay and lessen the tidal scour on 
the bar, and thereby decrease the depth of 
the water upon said bar, and diminish the 
value of San Francisco as a commercial har­ 
bor. Colonel Mendell first specifies the 
natural causes, which are practically not sub­ 
ject to control. lie describes the 
DRAINAGE BTSTEJ1 OF THE RIVERS 
Emptying 
into

bay, 
and 
shows 
how 
the rapid fall of 
their "tributaries and the violence of 
the rains favor the erasión and transportation 
of earthy matter from the mountains and the 
steady conversion of the maishes into dry 
land. The present extent of the marshes in 
San Francisco bay, including Suisun and San 
Pablo bays, is stated at 300 square miles. 
Mention ia next made of the similar tenden 
cies of hydraulic mining, and the report then 
proceeds to consider the artificial causes, such 
as the construction of piers and jetties, and 
the utilization of State and city grants cf 
submerged lands. 
Referring to the piers and training walls at 
Oakland, Co1.-Mendell says : “ The tendency 
ot these structures is to hold the material de­ 
posited along the shore, and therefore to con­ 
centrate in a small area the effect which oth­ 
erwise would have been riia'.ributed over 
larger areas. This effect can never take great 
dimensions.’ He reports in regard to 
THE APPREHENDED SHOALING OF THE PAR 
Outside the entrance to kan Francisco bay, 
that a comparison of the survey made iu 1855 
with the one last made in 1873 shows that the 
bar has not retreated, and that the depth of 
water on its crest has not been diminished. 
He therefore says it is safe to Btate that the 
bar was as good in 1S73 as in 1855. No sur­ 
vey has been made since 1873. After dis­ 
cussing the various features of the problem 
suggested, Colonel Mendeli concludes his re­ 
port as follows : “ The foregoing description 
o’. the bar demonstrates that it is able to lose 
a great part of its advantages and yet remain 
an admirable channel for commercial pur­ 
poses. At present this channel is eleven 
miles wide. If we suppose the bar to move 
shoreward until it is shortened to half its 
present length, it is apparent that a largely 
diminished tidal prison might he able to 
maintain over the shorter line the depth it 
now maintains over a longer. The depth of 
the crest might be reduced to much narrower 
limits than the one last named, and yet remain 
an excellent channel and be maintained by a 
tidal area only a small fraction of that which 
now contributes to this result. If we sup­ 
pose the crest of the bar to maintain ils 
present position instead of retreating, the ef­ 
fect would be a diminished channel, result­ 
ing from the filling of the interior of the hays, 
to encourage the growth of existing shoals 
and to form new shoals. These shoals would 
shorten the crest and lessen the area of the 
channels to be maintained. The result would 
be practically equivalent to that to be pro­ 
duced by the retreat of the bar shorewards, 
and between these shoals one or more chan­ 
nels would remain. 
THE ACCESS TO THE HARBOR 
Under these circumstances, although far in­ 
ferior to the present conditions of conven­ 
ience, might still compare favorably with the 
approaches to many of the great commercial 
ports of the world. It appears to be inevit­ 
able that the interior bays must continue to 
lose in ares. The force of gravity works in­ 
cessantly to that end. There is no compen­ 
sation in any other natural force. The com­ 
mercial necessities are in the same direction 
of nature, and may seem to be under a com­ 
mon necessity to less tidal area ; yet the ulti­ 
mate disasteq appears to be remote iu the 
future. We are not, however, on that ac­ 
count delivered from an obligation to coun­ 
teract these tendencies, nor are we powerless 
to do so in some degree. 
Coluntl Mendell proceeds to indicate 
wiiat steps should be taken without further 
delay, as a means of accurately determining 
upon the best remedies immediately after­ 
wards. Ho recommends that a new survey 
of the bar be made forthwith, and that 
periodical surveys, both of the bar and of the 
shoals about the bay, be provided for. An­ 
other subject for investigation is the relative 
scouring value of equal quantities of water 
stored in different parts of the great bay. 
This, he says, would indicate in some meas­ 
ure the consequences to follow from the loss 
of the lower part of the tidal prison of Suisun 
bay, a result that may be near a‘- hand. He 
adds: “ There seems to be some ground for 
the opinion that the bar would not be greatly 
affected by this result. 
THE INFLUENCE OF HYDRAULIC MINING, 
As compared with what may be called 
natural influences, would, of course, be an 
available topic for study in this connection, 
as mining is subject to control. The ques­ 
tion as to w hat extent the owners of sub­ 
merged lauds should be allowed to fill is 
also important. These are not questions 
that can be solved in a day or a year. Dur­ 
ing the period given to the investigation thus 
outlined, other points of inquiry will suggest 
themselves, and in due time information will 
be obtained sufficiency to demonstrate the 
soundness or nnsoundnes3 of the deductions 
now drawn from the incomplete existing 
data.” 


SAN FRANCISCO MONEY MARKET. 
The Bank Commissioners have furnished 
the press with a statement of the six liquidat­ 
ing savings banks of the State, whose total 
resources on the 1st of January were $7,314,­ 
300. Four of these banks are in San Fran­ 
cisco, with resources aggregating $(1,082.700. 
These four banks owe their depositors $5,926,­ 
800. The Commissioners think that $2,000,­ 
000 of this amount will be lost, of which the 
depositors in the French Bank will lose 
$1,700,000. That was the worst failure of 
the four. The two liquidating hanks in the 
interior are the Capital of Sacramento and 
the San Jose of San Jose. It strikes us that 
the Commissioners' should have added two 
others in the interior, namely, the Odd Fel­ 
lows’ of Sacramento, whose accounts are be­ 
ing liquidated through its successor—the Peo­ 
ple’s—and the Napa Valley Savings Bank 
and Loan S iciety of Napa. The work of 
closing up these old accounts is necessarily 
slow, and creditors find patience a hard vir­ 
tue.The banks are carrying more idle coin than 
is desirable at this season of the year. The 
reduction in the rates of interest has failed to 
give ready employment to available funds. 
It is estimated that the banks and bankers 
of the State had over $12,000,000 in coin on 
the 1st of January. 
We presume the 
amount ¡3 somewhat less to-day, as there has 
been a good demand for remittance to the 
East in the past two weeks. Commercial 
paper is nominal at 8@9 per cent. There 
has been a good deal of business as 
low as 7 per' cent. 
Mortgage loans on 
city property vary from 8 to 9 per 
cent, and the tax paid by the lenders. 
Drafts on New York are drawn at 30c 
for mail, and 37$@40c premium per 3100 for 
telegraphic.

Bl 
The «ame principle runs through all of them, 
and they are equally affected by the system so tar as 
depositors are concerned. 
But whom does it affect. 
This is a pertinent question to tliose men who loudly 
profess sympathy for the middle and poor classes. 
I t doet not affect the ¡ ¡ch. This ¡8 shown by the 
reports of all the savings hanks of the State th at I 
have seen, for the average am ount of deposit by 
each depositor is comparatively a small sum, and it 
is the testimony of all who have connections with 
this c'ass of institutions th at the m ajority of the 
depositors are poor people, and that the larger por­ 
tion of deposits are the accumulations from wages. 
Tin effect of tins iaw, then, is the more monstrous, 
in that it imposes an unjust burden upon those least 
aide to bear it, and whom it would be more ju st to 
e \ 'use from any burden of taxation whatever. 
There is another consideration to be mentioned, 
Mr President, of still greater importance. 
The law 
\ . . f ,r,-vd oulj against a few. 
It is not enforced 
against all, and never will b e ; and this failure 
makes the system still mure vicious against the few 
tluit » ill not 6eek to evade even a bad law. 
I make 
the assertion, which I found upon evidences th at arc 
sufficient to my mind, th at in a large m ajority of 
cases the depositors in savings banks were not as- 
sé»"'! this year for their deposits. 
I believe the 
assertion, atid 1 think the belief is very genera! , 
and if it be well founded, the conclusion is clear and 
unmistakable th a t perjury in this .State is now prac­ 
ticed to an alarming and deplorable extent. 
It is 
always difficult to enforce a bad law, and th at por­ 
te n of a community upon which a law particularly 
bears is generally competent to judge as to the 
quality of th at law. whether good or bad, and are 
quite likely to treat it with respect or contem pt ac­ 
cording to its quality. Nor is this a libel upon the 
people or a discredit to them . 
I believe the people 
I .i this State to day are mostly law-abiding citizens, 
and are willing to yield obedience to any law not 
ruinous to them . 
The exception consists only 
,.f 
those men 
who arc quite willing every­ 
body 
shall 
be taxed but 
themselves. 
Such 
men 
will 
always 
evade 
taxation 
by 
most 
any means, w hether it he a just tax or not. They 
al ways have ; but the mass of the people have no dis- 
p,.sition to evade ju st taxation, bu t an unjust system 
like the present, which in many cases is discrim­ 
inating, b> imposing double taxation, and which 
am ounts nearly to confiscation, will be resisted by 
men who design to be good men, and who will justify 
themselves in evading that system, even when they 
resort to practices th at m ust violate the public con­ 
science. 
This, Mr. President, is dem oralizing; and 
the question is, can the State of California afford 
to impose noon 
the 
people laws and burdens 
which inevitably lead to such consequences, 
f 
not stop here to discuss the utility of savings 
banks. 
1 have heard it. asserted upon this floor that 
they ought to he willed o u t; but that is a senti­ 
m ent which I believe is shared by but few in this 
State. 
That they are of great public benefit, I as­ 
sume ; but th at question is not a projier factor in 
this discussion. 
W hether they be a blessing or ail 
evil, their property rights ahould fie held as sacred 
as anv in the Stale, and if they arc to to abolished, 
let it not lie accomplished by confiscation acts. 
i come non to a discussion of the other propo­ 
siti-t. presented in these amendments, which, 
form ulated, is, that the taxation of the capi­ 
tal sto k 
f corporations, besides being double 
tax tion in form and effect, goes offensively much 
further, bv laving tribute upon hope, reputation, 
si.i I, business advantages, superior business qualifi­ 
cations, energy and industry. This change in the 
P l v of the State b\ which the stock of eorpora- 
t ions has become taxable property, is, 1 suspect, due 
s 
an agitation begun anterior to the calling of the 
Constitutional Convention, and which reached its 
culmination during the deliberations of th at body ; 
and the m anner in which th at Convention dealt w ith 
tiic subject shows to my mind th at with this, as 
with other m atters, the m ajority of the men com­ 
I vising chat august body were more impressed by 
tlie complaints and demands of an excited body of 
the people and by the fanciful and intem perate 
theories bqm in the maddened brains of men lusting 
for reve .ge, than by the natural prom ptings and 
conclusions of their unbiased and sober judgments. 
That some of the complaints made against corpora­ 
tion were well founded, I do not deny; but while 
the form of complaint 
was 
made 
to take a 
general 
character, 
and 
involved 
all 
cor­ 
porations 
in 
stigma, 
yet 
the 
real 
parties 
whom it was alleged had imposed upon the people, 
wero a few only of the most wealthy and [Kiwerfu] 
corporations. 
Now while it was well for that 
Convention to redress all just grievances, so far as it 
could, and to place a curb upon all corporations by 
whose arrogance and injustice the people were in 
any wav injured and wronged, still I subm it to the 
good sense and candor of men that political economy 
and statesmanship never before recommended as a 
remedy for the wrongs complained of here th at they 
should he taxed to death. 
If a transportation com­ 
pany charges excessive freights and fares, is your 
remedy by a new system of fixation'.' 
if they are 
L-uiily of discrimination m their dealing with the 
people, will you correct the injustice by slapping on 
another tax ? If the gas and water companies of 
ban FranciBCo serve you poorly and charge you 
damnably, do you think you will get better and 
cheaper " water and gas by increasing the taxes of 
• these corporations? 
Yet this plan seen» to have 
been thought of in th at Convention and in the last 
Legislature, 
if this tic not the theory of our pres- 
cm system of taxation of these institutions, I can 
ti.. k of tint one other, and that is th at they are 
-ble v, 
i„nd cinching. 
But 1 have heard it said 
th at the 
rich corporations heretofore have not 
paid their just bindens of taxation ; that they 
have been dishonest, and in some way have 
escaped their full share for the support of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
i do not know w hether or not this !>e 
true, bu t I will assume it to be true. Then, I ask, 
will the present system of taxatiou make them hon­ 
est r 
If the State cannot collect from them when it 
imposes a single tax, can it do better when it im ­ 
poses a double tax r 
Hut in this desire to reach and 
punish the greater and wealthiercerporations—for I 
cm see no other motive under all the circumstances 
wc must have lost sight of the fact that the m -st, 
or many of the most im portant industries <d the 
,->ta*e are carried on by corpoiations, and th at in 
this are of invention and vast business enterprises 
they cannot he carried on without the advantages of 
rporats pow er; that the development of the re­ 
s’ urces of the State and her rapid ami healthy pro- 
giess in wealth and good government depend largely 
in the future, as they have in tiie post, upon corpj- 
r. t - wealth and corporate strength and ability to 
forward great enterprises. Now, any system of tax­ 
ation that bears unjustly a id discrim inatingly upon 
rp .rations is a system fraught with danger and 
di- rUr to the Stale. 
Such is our present system. 
To illustrate the working of our system I shall coil 
your 
attention 
to 
the assessment this year 
iif certain corporate institutions 
in 
Illy own 
neighborhood. The Odd Kell *w*s' Hull Association 
of Marysville is a corporation for social ami benevo­ 
lent puriKiscs. There are two lodges ill that city. 
The corporation was formed many years ago for the 
purpose of erecting a building auitiblc for the pur­ 
poses of the Order and for business purposes. 
The 
capital stock was a sum equal to the estimates of the 
cost of construction, and was divided into several 
hundred shares. These shares were taken by the 
lodges and by individuals at (lie par value of $10 |K?r 
share. 
The building know n as Odd Fellows' Hall 
was erected at an expense bordering on $19,900. 
It 
is a three-story building, the first two stories being 
rented for business purposes. As the loJg s be­ 
came able they bought the stock, until now I be­ 
lieve they are the owners of all bu t a very few 
shares. 
Bv wise management they have heretofore 
realized fair dividends from rents, all of which have 
gene into the funds of the lodges, to be expended 
for benevolent purposes. 
That, corporation was as­ 
sessed tins je a r according to law. The building, 
furniture and lot, all the property of the corpora­ 
tion, were assessed 
at 
their full 
cash value, 
and the 
1 algos were assessed 
for 
the 
stock 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
several 
dollars 
per 
share. 
If I as an individual had owned the property 
of the coriKiration, there would have been but one 
a. s ssment. 
Is there any more property now, than 
if it were owned by an individual 1 
Certainly n o t; 
vet th at organization earning and appropriating its 
'moneys solely for benevolent purposes, pays two 
taxes, while the wealthy individual who owns a 
sim ilar property right liy its side, used for a similar 
purpose, pays but one tix . Tho Masonic Hall Asso- 
• i . ion is another corporation for símil ir purposes. 
It has a like property, and is assessed in the same 
way. 
In 1873 the F arm ers'Co-operative Union of 
bu tter county incorporated. 
IPs object was to con­ 
struct warehouses along the Feat her river for the 
storage of grain, 
it uow has several buildings used 
only for th at pnriwse, and the farm ers of that eiun- 
ty are the stockholders. Tins year, besides being 
assessed for all the property of the corporation, the 
st 'ck was assessed for $21 «3 per share. 
The prop­ 
erty of the corporation was assessed for $7,9-10, and 
the assessable value of tho stock was fixed at $10,- 
S00, making a total assessment of $18,740, with only 
the am ount of property first named. 
The Hon. 
George Ohleyer, the Secretary of that corporation, who 
was a member of tho Constitutional Convention and 
rb earnest advocate of the adoption of the new Con­ 
stitution, in a letter to me, very truly aa>s : “ Were 
this property held by an individual or firm, there 
would be but 
one t a x — the 
tax upon 
tie 
property itself. 
This," he says, “ is clearly a 
discrimination against this kind of enterprise." 
Again, the " Marysville Woolen Mills" is a corpora­ 
tion engaged in one of the In 'St im portant indus­ 
tries of the State. 
Its properly consistsof its build­ 
ings, machinery, etc., such as naturally pertains to 
* th a t business. 
This year all of its visible property 
was assessed, and in addition the stock of the cor­ 
poration was assessed at $70 per share to those 
atockholders whose consciences would not perm it 
them to withhold it from the Assessors. I presume 
th at ai! the Marysville stockholders gave in their 
stock. 
Now this corporation is composed of a few 
business men of means and enterprise, and is en­ 
gaged in an industry which tends directly to benefit 
the State, and one which—like other kindred enter­ 
prises—the SUte should foster rather than discour­ 
age. 
The inauguration of that enterprise was at­ 
tended with considerable risk. 
One or two men 
could not take it. hut several men were willing to 
combine their means and purpose in an experiment 
which, if successful, would greatly benefit the city 
and the SUte. 
By industry, skill and perseverance 
that corporation has reached a flourishing con ¡ilion, 
and its stock is held above its par value. This con­ 
dition of things is due largely to the genius, skill 
and indefatigable Jlabors of o cgm an, who acts 
as its Superintendent. 
It is taxed twice ; and why ? 
Simply bec-us? it is well n u n aged and is profitable. 
Suppose Mr. Knight were removed from its manage­ 
m ent, and that you. Senator Conger, wore placed at 
its head. Not being skilled at that business—uulcas 
you have had experience at th at craft—it would 
cease to pay dividends, its st jck would become of 
little la'u e, representing only the vC¡ue of the cor­ 
porate property, and the assessment would be only 
upon the latter. 
Under your management there 
would be but ono Ux. 
N o» it is easy to see upon 
wnat conditions a further taxation of corporations 
depends. 
It is n o ta fixation of property, but of 
reputation, skill, superior business qualifications 
and ind ivtrv 
Surely tb s State ought not to exact 
Irjm those attributes or qualities the tribute of a 
siiectai tax. 
As wcil m ight you tax the better judg­ 
m ent and knowledge of tlie successful tam ier. the 
superior skill and aptitude of the mechanic and 
artisan. 
But 
I 
hoar it 
said th at 
corpora­ 
tions make too much mouer, and that some­ 
thing m ust 
be done I) 
check 
their power. 
I adm it th at too much wealth gives dangerous 
power, and I know- that corporations sometimes ex­ 
ercise unduly the power they have gained, but it 
m ust be borne in mind that where there is one cor­ 
p .ration against which the common complaint runs 
there arc a hundred ia the Siuto against which no 
complaint is made—corporations that the State can­ 
not exist w ithout. 
Now, in order to punish or curb 
the rich and powerful through the imposition of 
extra taxatiou. are vottw il!in¿ t> ruin end drive out 
of existence those of m ost value to the S ta le : 
Such seems to be th e policy of the present law. 
B ut how are we to reach the p e a t corpora­ 
tions? My answer is, bv taxing their franchises 
for what they are worth. This policy, if fasthfully 
carried out. would, in ray opiniwi, greatU correct 
evils complained of. and would be a right metahod of 
adjustm ent. 
It is only those corporations th at have 


either in law or in effect exclusive franchises that 
oppress the >Kiop!e. 
Let the rates of charges of 
such be fixed by law, and their franchises properly 
assess'd, and the m urm urs of complaint will noon 
die out. 
Th >se t orporatione th at have no exclusive 
franchises, those engaged in the development of our 
m anufacturing and agricultural interests, need en­ 
couragem ent rather than their present treatm ent. 
Competition iu business will always regulated such 
and keep them w ithin the limits of proper dealing, 
so far as the interests of the people are concerned. 
Why, then, should the present law be retained r 
Why should an association of individuals, invested 
with corporate power and rights to carry on a busi­ 
ness, be taxed more than the wealthy individual 
who carries on the same business'! If I to-day 
should purchase the Marysville woolen mills and 
conduct the business the same as it is now conduct­ 
ed ; or, if the men who are now- the owners of all 
its 
capital 
stock 
should disincorporate 
and 
conduct the business under the form of a copartner­ 
ship, the change would neither necessarily increase 
or diminish the am ount or value of the property, 
but it would save a certain am ount of taxation ; and 
if that am ount is not double taxation and discrim­ 
ination, I ask the gentlemen on the other side wnat 
it is. 
I agree with the remark of the Senator from 
Marin made a few days airo, that the vice of our 
legislation is an attem pt at ** too much regulation. 
But if the policy is to continue, I insist th at in ju s­ 
tice all men should be equally affected by it. 
Iw o 
men invest each $10,000 in farms and engage 
in 
agriculture. 
One is 
a good 
farm er and 
clears in a year $¿>,000 profit, or 50 per cent. ^ on 
his investm ent; the other, a poor fanner, under just 
as favorable conditions only pays expenses. 
Now 
the first should be “ regulated,” because he is 
making money too fast aud may in tim e get n ch. 
Two men engaged in the mercantile business. Each 
has a capital of 820,000, which he invests in the 
business, and their stores are in the same block. 
A t the end of the year one, by superior business 
capacity aud industry, has doubled his money and 
the other has failed. The successful man has now 
become a suspicious character and should be “ regu­ 
lated.” Now I ask why those successful men are 
not taxed down within safe lim its? W hy are they 
allowed to make so large profits in their business? 
The only reason I can think of, Mr. President, is 
that they are not corporations. 
What we insist on is this : That the true theory, 
the true policy of the State, demands that corpora­ 
tions shall have the same privileges, the same facili­ 
ties and opportunities as individuals and firms in 
the prosecution of the same business. 
One man 
who can and will make money is of more value to 
tlie State than a dozen th at cannot. 
The same rule 
will apply to all productive agencies. 
Thetf let the 
State encourage those instrum ents and agencies 
upon which the development of our resources and 
the progress of the State so much depend; 
remove 
this 
discrim inating 
and 
unjust tax 
upon the st ck of 
our 
corporations; say to 
the people of the 8tate aud to the world, if you 
mean it, “ th at no property is subject to double tax ­ 
ation, or to be twice charged or assessed by the saíne 
tax," and there will be a revival of business pros­ 
perity, of good feeling, of desirable immigration, of 
development and industry iu the State such as she 
has never seen. 
Refuse to give that assurance; 
refuse the relief which this 
bill seeks, and 
the tide of wealth, of industry* aud of those agencie* 
of development and progress we so much need, 
which are now «owing from the State, will continue 
to flow until in tim e nothing will be left to her but 
her wheat-raisers and her shop-keepers. 
Mr. President, in conclusion I wish to add that I 
had hoped that some Senator with more ability and 
influence than 1 possess would bring those questions 
before this body at this session, and 1 waited until 
two weeks of our tim e lapsed before I ventured to 
do it myself. 
It was only the grave importance of 
the issue and a sense of ray duty as a law-maker 
that impelled me to offer these am endments and 
subject invself to tlie unpleasant criticisms 1 knew 
would follow, and that I cxjicct still await me. 
So 
far as my mere personal interests are concerned! 
shall be unaffected by their rejection, for 1 have no 
connection directly or indirectly, present or ex­ 
pectant, with any corporation whatever, either as 
employe or otherwise, but 1 have regard for my 
.state,"for her people, and for her laws, and it is be­ 
cause I seek h er prosperity, her development, her 
growth, her glory and her honor that I now ask for 
this bill the favorable consideration of tills Senate.
